of preparing corn is to roast it. Open 
the husks and remove the Bilk: close 
the husks and roast in the hot ashes 
of a wood fire. Serve with putter, pep- 
per and salt. 


Cut the corn from the cob and put 


with an equal quantity of tomatoes, 
pared and sliced. Stew for half and 
hour and season, adding some sugar. 
Stir in some butter and let the dish 
simmer before serving. 


Cut the corn from the cob and boil 


15 minutes in water which was boil- 
ing when the corn wasput in. Pour off 
most of'the water, cover with milk ond 
boll till tender. Pepper and salt arc 
added and the dish is done. 


Sweet corn is best when boiled in the 


husks. The outer husks, are token off, 
the silk removed and the corn covered 
with the Inner husks, which are tied on. 
Put in GO!ted boiling water for half an 
hour and serve on a napkin. 


Split the kernels on an ear of corn 


wih a knife and scrape out the milk. 
Add one-third as much cream as there 
is corn and add butter, pepper and salt 
and then bake iu a dish for half an hour' 
or until the corn begins to rise.

IN HIS BOGGY 


Death Came to Gib Shopshear, a 


Pike County Citizen. 


The Horrible.Discovery-Made by Hairy 


Brown, Well Known in This Ciiy, Sat- 


urday Near Jasper—Shoptsh'^ar Had 


Killed Ttvo Men in His lifetime. • 


The engineering party who are mak- 


ing the preliminary survey for the new 
Cincinnati, Hillsboro and Wellston 
railroad, made a ghastly discovery Sat- 
urday while at work between Jasper 
and Idaho, in Pike county. Their at- 
tention was called to a horse and buggy 
on the road near them, the buggy, ap- 
parently 
being unoccupied and the 


horse, a fine animal, was walking leis- 
urely along. 


One of the engineering party, Mr. H. 


K. Brown, of Piketon, well known in 
this city, went to the road to investi- 
gate, and discovered the body of a man 
crouched in the bottom of the buggy, 
the head hanging over .the side. Mr. 
Brown at once summoned assistance 
and the body of the unfortunate was 
removed from the buggy. It was found 
that the man was dead. His body was 
quite warm, showing that death had 
come within a short time preceding. 


By letters and memoranda, the body 


was identified as that of Gib. Shop- 
shear, a well known citizen of Pike 
county, who lived near the place where 
the body was found.
